Berlin, 2ud March.

‘Tue first report that was publish- 
ed all over the-world of the finding: 
of the Five Admirals, which gave the 
impre-sion that Admiral Rozhdi- 
cstvensky had been entirely ex- 
onerated, seems to have been so 
inaccurate that it is difficult to un- 
derstand” how it obtained ‘currency. 
‘The fuller report that has been 
received by the Tokio Foreign Office 
is much more satisfactory in all 
respects, for it virtually bears out 


the British'contention, and condemns 


the Russian Admiral on every point. 


‘According to the “Kobe Herald,” it 


is substan‘ially to the following 
effect -— 


“T.—In view of the position held 
by Admiral Rozhdiestvensky, and the 


fict that, as a Russian Commander in 
ar, hy was obliged to act in 
compliance with warnings which he 
received ftom representatives of the 
Russian Government, he did not act

“5,—The Commander's action ia 
firing was improper, there being 


nothing menacing in the attitude of 


the British trawlers,and no Japanese 
torpedo-boats being present. 

“6,—The duration of the Russian 
firs was unduly extended. The Com- 
missioners, however, recognise that 
the Admiral himself did his best to 
stop the firing when he realised that 
the crafo fired upon were fishing 
vessels, 

“7,—Vhere was no such danger to 
the Fleet as obliged it to at once 
proceed on its course after the firing. 


‘fhe Commissioners regret that the 


Russian Commander did not com- 
municate the necessity for rescuing 
the vessels fired upon to the British 


Government when off the coast of 


Calais. 

“8—In conclusion, the Commis- 
sioners declare that, in issuing this 
report, they do not wish to impeach 
the-courage or morale of the Russian 
Admiral and his officers.” 

‘The Commissioners begin by say- 
ing that in view of the stories that 
had reached S:. Petersb.rg ot the 
terrible surprises that. the Jupanese 
had prepared for the Russian Arma. 
da, 16 was no} unreasonable “that 


warn his officers to be prepared to 
defend their ships. Incredible as 
the stories were, there might by 
some wild-possibility be some atom 
of fict on which they were based, 
and considering the general un- 
readiness of the Russians, their in- 
experience, and their want of fami- 
liarity with their ships and guns, 
there was good reason to give them 
special instructions to be on the 
alert. On the other hand, the 
Russian officers had no right 
to construe these instructions as 
injunctions to fire on evgrything 
they siw, Danis steam-rs, Swedish 
stexmers, German fishing-boa's xnd 
even, it is said, the yacht of t'e 
Crown Prince ot Greece. ‘I'he Com- 
missioners find the trawlers were 
carrying their ordinary lights. and 
were just fishing, as-usual, A state- 
ment has been made that the out- 
posts of the Arm:da sent back wire- 
less messages warning it that there 
were torpedo-boats about, but this 
statement is negatived, and it is 
found that the Russian Admiral was 
responsible for the firing, and that 
there was nothing near him at which 
he was justified in firing, that he kept 
up the firing longer than wa neces- 
sary even on the supposition thwt 
he was being attacked. It is men- 
tioned, as a slight mitigation of his 
offence, that “the Aduiral himself 
did his best to stop the firing when

THE SEOUL-FUSAN 
RAILWAY. 


GOOD WORKMANSHIP AND 
GOOD PROSPECTS. 


Thro is an interesting article in the! 
current “ Korea Review” on the newSeoul- 
Fusan Railway. It is as follow 

It was at the beginning of 1905 that] 
the Seoul-Fusan ailway was opened for 
genoral traffic, and we lost no time in 
running down to Fusan and examining 
this route. It

At first the Seoul-Fusan trains started 
from Yongtongpo, where a wait of an 
hour was necessary, .but before long this 
nd ‘now the train starts 
Branching off from the| 
Chemulpo line at Yongtongpo, it turns 
to the southward and sweeps around the| 
taso of Kwanaksan, giving some mag- 
nificent views of thatgrand cluster of rocky 
peaks. Suwun, with its thickly-wooded 
mountain, is resched in about an hour| 
from Yongtongpo. Here the road skirts 
xtensive irrigation reservoir on one 
side and a fino stone quarry on the other. 
Throughout this whole section, at least 
for adistanco of fifty miles from Seoul, 
the country js finely wooded, exten 
forests being continually in sight. After 
that the country becomes less heavily 
wooded until in the vicinity of Kongju 
only an occasional clump of treesis seen. 
In the town of Chuneui two tunnels aro 
passed, osch of them being opproxi- 
mately one hundred yards long. Nothing 
too good can be said of the workmanship’ 
‘on this road; the road-bed is excellent 
and for a considerable part of the way 
ballasted with stone. Tho rails are ~ary 
heavy, contrasting in this respect very 
favourably with those of the Siverian 
ils, in 1903 at least, 
wore hardly heavier than those of the 
electric tramway in Seoul. The ties of 
the Japanese road are very heavy and 
made wood much resembling the 
ash, Here again there is @ striking 
difference between the Japanese and 
Russian work, for the latter road has, 
for thousands of miles, ties that are 
simply round sticks of eight-inch dia- 
meter split in two, the rails resting on 
the rounded side. A very few weeks 
suffice to sink the rails deeply into the; 
soft wood. 

‘The trains on the Seoul-Fusan road 
are not as yet finally arranged and there 



























































is no express service. A third-class car 
and a second-clas car were attached toa 
freight train and at each station there 
‘was more or less shifting of cars ai 
sequent delays. And yet, in spite of 
this, the average time between Seoul and 
Fusan was twenty miles an Lour, which 
exceeds the time of the express on the 





'Y| Siberian line. Over parts of the Corean 


line we made a speed of thirty-five 
miles an hour. This is quite unhexrd of 
on any portion of the Siberian line. It 
was not until we boarded the train from 
Moscow to Warsaw that we equalled that 
pace. If # mixed train can make this 
over the Seoul-Fussn road, an express can 
easily do forty-five miles. ‘The import- 
ant point is that the road-bed 18 so solid 
and the masonry work so unexception- 
able that the possible speed will depend 
entirely upon the ongines and weight of 
train. It was the bad condition of the 
road-bed that retarded speed in Siberis 

‘This road.passos Kongju at a distance 
of some twenty miles and then branches 
‘away to the east to climb the two ranges 
of mountains that lie between the valleys 
of the Keum and Kaktong Rivers. The 
work of mounting the first great pass is 
an arduous one, for the tunnel at 
point is not completed and the road 
literally climbs the hill. The grade at 
one point is the steepest wo 
seen, except on a funicular rail 
will all disappear as soon as the tunnel 
is completed. Steep as it is, this pass 
does not have to be surmounted by a 
+hbuck or any other such mechanical 
trick, but we had to have an engine at 
each end of the train.

Under the charter party they were 
entitled to have the cargo stored for a 
month and o hvlf free, He (Mr. 
Symonds) would called evidence to show 
that the coolies in’taking the cargo from 
the ship to the respective godowns 
allotted to the two firms went by different 
ways.

THE 
_ CONSERVANCY OF 
THE HUANGPU. 


¥ 10th March. 
Arter the many years of agitation 
of this question in the Press, end 
by riparian owners, and the Chambers 
of Commerce, in Shanghai, and its 
settlement by the final Protocol of 
1901 which has been allowed to 
be a dead letter ever since, a step 
forward has really. been taken, and 
the Diplomatic Body at Peking has 
approved a scheme. The real author 
of it is not mentioned, but hi 
name is an open secret, and he h 
earned the gratitude of Shanghi 
whether the scheme is really prompt- 
ly put in operation or not. In the 
louncil’ Minutes prblished yester- 
day morning a letter from the 
German Minister at Peking, Freiherr 
Mumm von Schwarzensteio, was in- 
cluded, which referred to the Council's 
request to be supplied with a copy 
of the new scheme. The German 
Minister most courteously explained 
that, “as diplomatic usage does not 
permit of publishing the details of 
negotiations between Governments 
before their conclusion, the Repre- 
sentatives of the Powers do not 
consider themselves authorised to 
communicate the terms of the’ pro- 
| in question until they have 
n approved by their respective 
Governments as well as by the 
Chinese Government.” The ex- 
planation is perfectly sound, and we 
are therefore the more pleased that 





we were able t) present our 
readers yesterday morning with the 
full text.of the new scheme. There 
is some doubt, however, we under- 
stand, whether the Chinese Govern- 
ment has formully approved the 
scheme ; but this xpproval will, no 
doubt, be given, as the scheme is in 
accordance with the views of the 
Nanking Viceroy. The great, and 
not entirely unreasonable objection 
that the successive Viceroys at 
Nanking had to thé Protocol scheme 
was that it virtually took the control 
of the Huangpu out of their 
hands, and put it into the hands 
of a foreiga commission, while the 
new scheme leaves the entire con- 
trol in the hands of the Taotai 
and Commissioner of Customs for

men by Chinese—a sequel apparently to 
a religious dispute amongst the miners— 
many people slong the mines began to 
feel uneasy and bought arms. But the 
compound was guarded for several days 
by armed police, and in the face of thi 
y of strength the coolies have 
behaved better and at the time of writing 
are working well.

HEAD HUNTERS OF 
FORMOSA. 


Lecture at Union Church. ‘z 
‘There was a large gathering in the 
a estord 







livered a lecture on “ The Head Hunters 
of Formosa.” Dr. J. Edkins presided 
and amongst those present were Mr. E. 
H. Conger (United States Minister at 
Peking), Mrs. Conger, and Miss Campbell. 











Mr. Davidson in opening his lecture 
spoke of the beautiful scenery of Formosa 
and said thet the island richly deserved 
the mame of “IIb Formosa” or 
« Beautiful Isle” given to it ty the old 
Portuguese navigators in the sixteenth 
century. Formosa might be divided into 
two great natural divisions, the hille and 
the plains. The mountainous district 
was confined to the eastern half ard 
continued to tho coast itself, where 
cliffs with an estimated height exceeding 

000 feet presented a perpendicular fuce 
to the sea. These wore the highest seas 
coast cliffs in the world. In the midst of 
these ragged scones the descendents of the 
oldest known inhabitants of Formosa were 
found, and it was these which he was 
about to describe. Prior to the arrival 














this | of the Chinese, (in 608 A. D.), the savage 








tribes wore spread over the whol 
and on the large fertile plai 
formed the western half were their 
favourite hunting grounds, The savages 
of the island wore classified in eight 
groups—Atayal, Vonum, Tsou, Tealisen, 
Paiwan, Puyama, Ami and Popo, The 
Popo lived in the western plain, and 
the Puyuma and Ami groups in the 
eastern plain. The savages of these groups 
ad been dospoiled of tho greater part 
of their land by the Chines, and they 
had abandoned many of their original 
customs, some of them even their langu- 
age, and had adopted the custom and 
speoch of the Chinese, Tho other groups 
dwelt in the central mountain range, and 
thoy bad boon able to avoid the struggle 
for existence with the Chinese, who had 
driven them step by step from the plains. 
‘These groups had rotained their warlike 
and primitive nature, and had been 
practically suocessful in preserving their 
original independence. According to lato 
Tapaneso statistics the savages numbered 
‘over 113,000,sproad over 7,500square miles 
of territory, or about one half of the entire 
surface of the island. Tho lecturer 
described a visit to the territory of the 
savages which he mado in 1898, Tho 
home of the Formosan hexd hunter wi 
in dense forests, where ho could 1 
unseen and unbeard, ready to poun: 
down on avy unwary Chinese who might 
happen to pass on the narrow trails. 
‘The occupation of the camphor work 
i phor forests was thus rende 
ed very dangerous. ‘That tho head hunt- 
ing propensities of certain of tl 
Formosan savages was a very sorious 
matter was obvious whon it was noted 
that during the year 1898, savages 
attacked the camphor works and others 
393. times, 635 persons being killed and 
wounded. Tho savages did not kill 
because the victim was an enemy but 
rather because they desired to obtain the 
head. ‘The method of obtaining a head 

as follows:—Tho wild man 
iddon spot on the hill top 
pationtly waited until the strangor was 
‘soon moving towards the forest and then 
speoding down with steslthy foot, he 
sought ® friendly clump of underbush 
near the pithway along which he knew 
his man must pass. Hero as quietly as 
death he watched until the unsuspecting 
Chinese had proceeded beyond him a 
few steps; then crouching, he left bis 
retreat, followed for a few steps and 
then upright, with his rifle at his shoul- 
der, he fired to kill. His victim fell to 
the ground, the savage sprang upon him, 
drow a long knife and, severing the head 
from the body, threw it into a beg carried 
for the purpose, and then falling on his 
stomach squirmed into the jungle. It 
might be that an armed guard was station- 
ed bat » few hundred fect away, still 
with obscure vision owing to the jungle, 
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the savage was far into the forest before 
she victim was reached, 

‘The lecturer proceeded ta deal, with the 
eight groupe. ‘of savages separately, 
desoribing their haunts, dwe dross, 
ornaments, methods of tattoaing, marr 
age ceremonials, religion, etc. The initial 
qualificafion of an Atayalan would-be 
hypband was to be. a successfal: head:

marry he must have attended tho 
ae f meeting of braves which was, 

ted to those who had obtained a head. 

‘Tho Atayals wero the most active and 
aggressive in head hunting, which they 
considered justifiable, in fact obligatory in 
many-caseg. Some villages posgessod several 
héads, and the smallest habita- 

ten, ‘Tradition spoke 
himself had captured 









igi the Atayals, was, Ancestor 
Worship. ‘Phe, members. of the Vonum 
group, wore allowed perfect fresiom, as 
to, mat nes and they did not.now engage 
in’ head. bunting to. the. extent which 
marked theix more northern brothers. 
The practice was also falling into disuse 
among the Tau savages, who wore once 
i warriors, and frequently fought 
Tun other, earagen, often coturniug 
triumphantly with the. heads of their
